Notice of appeal to the state su- 


preme court in a suit by Appleton 
aldermen to regain $500 salaries, cut 
in half by referendum last April, 
was filed by Harry P. Hoeffel, city 
attorney, today at the office of Sid- 
ney Shannon, Outagamie county 
clerk of courts. Notice also was 
served on the plaintiffs' attorneys. 
The aldermen won in municipal 


court when Judge Thomas H. Ryan 
ruled Sept 23 that only the council 
has the power to set the wages of 
city officials. 


The question of appeal has been 


brewing for some time and was 
brought to a head at last week's 
council meeting when the aldermen 
unanimously adopted a resolution 
"accepting" the decision and order- 
ing the clerk and treasurer to pay 
on the basis of S500 per year. 


Reasons for Appeal 


Hoeffel said the decision is being 


appealed because "the question of 
whether the people have the right 
to set salaries of city officers under 
the referendum statute never has 
been before the state supreme court" 
He contended the question should 
be finally settled, not only for this 
case but for others which may arise 
in the future. 


"In this case," the attorney said, 


"there is $6,750 of the people's mon- 
ey involved and I believe it is my 
duty, as city attorney, to get a su- 
preme court decision when there is 
a doubt and there is that much 
money involved." 


The notice of appeal was signed 


by Hoeffel, Mayor John Goodland, 
Jr., as head of the city; Carl J. 
Becher, city clerk and comptroller; 
and Joseph A. Kox, city treasurer. 
The last two were named as defend- 
ants along with the city in the ac- 
tion. 


Hoeffel said he wfll petition the 


supreme court to advance the case 
on its calendar to get a decision as 
soon as possible.

The Nobler Part 


Before this war began there were, 


of course, a huge majority who fer- 
vently wished to keep the United 
States out of it. But only a small 
minority really believed that this 
was possible. The war itself has, 
however, made the people virtually 
unanimous in their desire to stay 
out But what is much more impor- 
tant, the war is producing a general 
conviction that it is entirely feasible 
for the United States to maintain 
its neutrality. 


The underlying reason for this 


change in American opinion is not 
to be found in the propaganda of 
the 
so-called 
isolationists. 
The 


change is due to the fact that the 
war which is actually being fought 
is radically different from the war 
which was anticipated. Until as late 
as approximately the'middle of July 
every indication seemed to point 
to the outbreak of a world war: 
that is to say, a war in which 
Germany, Japan and then even It- 
aly would attack together, and car- 
ry the war into the Pacific, the Med- 
iterranean, and through Spain and 
Africa into the Atlantic. In a war 
of that character and such scope it 
would have been a miracle if the 
United States had not become in- 
volved. 
~ 


The actual war, however, is not a 


world war. It is not even a genenl 
European war. Though it is a big 
war, it is a localized war in which 
the non-combatant powers are more 
numerous than the 
belligerents. 


Moreover, the war has thus far at 
least been of a radically different 
character than the popular imagi- 
nation supposed it would be. The 


at sea is not yet in any sense 


The kind of challenge to British sea 
power which we should have seen 
had Japan and Italy struck toward 
Hongkong, Singapore, Suez and 
Gibraltar; the Nazis are waging 
what is not more than a guerrilla 
war against the blockading fleet 


In the air the dreaded blitzkreig 


by thousands of bombers has not 
yet materialized; the British and 
French have been allowed to mobi- 
lize completely without any inter- 
ference from the supposedly irri- 
sistible Nazi air force. On land there 
ere no signs of an offensive which 
aims at a decision on the field of 
battle. 
Nations Grouping to 
Preserve Neutrality 


Instead of an 
expanding war 


which drags in the whole world, we 
see the spectable of a contracting 
war. The Mediterranean nations, 
the Balkan nations, the American 
nations, and perhaps even the Far 
Eastern nations, are tending to 
draw together 111 local groups and 
then into increasingly concerted ac- 
tion among the groups, to support 
one another in the preservation of 
their common neutrality. Thus the 
American nations that met at Pan- 
ama have proclaimed their solidar- 
ity with the Scandinavian nations 
when they met at Oslo; both groups 
would surely welcome the opportu- 
nity to proclaim their solidarity 
with the southern neutrals, the Bal- 
kan nations and with Turkey, with i 
Italy, with Spain and Portugal. The } 
well informed Japanese know that I 
the ultimate aim o£ this country 13 ' 
not to quarrel with them, to stran- j 
gle them or to make them vulnera- j 
ble to their Russian danger but to j 
reach a settlement which would es- j 
tablish a genuine new order 
of'

The course of events iias thus | 


made neutrality a positive and prac- I 
tical course of action that fits the ' 
facts of the world we live in, and I 
is consistent with the defense of the I 
highest moral interests of civilized ' 
men. As an instrument for mskine i 


neutrality effective in this particu- 
lar war, the Senate bill is in gener- 
al admirably contrived. For the cash 
and carry provisions are effective 
insurance against Americans be- 
coming entangled in the guerrilla 
v.-ar off the northern coasts of Eu- 
rope, and the lifting of the arms 
embargo is a most effective guar- 
anty against an offensive by land 
and air which, if it were even par- 
tially successful, would almost cer- 
tainly extend the war into the Bal- 
tic, the Balkans, the Mediterran- 
ean, and Africa. 


But although a sound neutrality is 


not only possible now but is actually 
beginning to make itself effective, 
American thinking on the subject is 
still confused and uncertain. One of 
the reasons is that s>o many people 
are thinking not about the actual 
war but about the war of 1917 or 
about the war that was expected but 
has not occurred. 


But there is another reason for 


our difficulty in thinking out a neu- 
ral policy on which the 
country 


cold wholeheartedly unite. It will 
sound, I know, like a trivial rea- 
son. It is that the word "neutral- 
ity" is a very poor name for the 
great idea which it denotes. The 
ordinary emotional meaning of the 
word "neutral" is a formidable im- 
pediment to clear thinking on the 
subject of neutial pohcv. 
Neutrality Should be 
A Positive Achievement 


The word "neutral" is derived 


from the Latin 
"neuter," which 


meaus "neither."' All the descend- 
ants of this Latin word ca^rry the 
marks of their unprepossessing an- 
cestor. Thus in the grammars a 
neuter noun is neither masculine 
nor feminine. In botany a neuter 
plant is a sexual. In entomology a 
neuter is a sterile, sexually unde- 
veloped female insect In chemis- 
try neutral means neither acid nor 
alkaline and electricit} neither pos- 
itive 
nor negative. In 
ordinary 


speech the word "neutral" means 
among other things that which is 
"undefined, vague, having no de- 
cided color, indifferent." And my 
impression is that a great many of 
us are confused by this word and 
think that in adopting a neutral 
policy it is necessary for the United 
States to become a neuter nation. 


This is a misleading error. Neu-' 


trality has a noble history and is an' 
affirmative and constructive policy. 
Correctly understood, it is not a 
negative, shrinking, timid or indif- 
ferent attitude; but it is. on the I 
contrary, one of the greatest posi- 
tive achievements of modern civil- 
ization. 


Subject to correction from the 


specialist scholars, we may say that' 
neutrality is a conception that has 
gradually become recognized in the 
past 300 years. Generally speaking 
before the modern age in the west- 
ern world there was no such thing 
as a neutral: during war the bellig-, 
erents treated every state either as 
an ally or as an enemy. 


Without attempting to explain it. 


we may take jt as a fact I think, 
that only in relatively recent times, 
roughly from the age when the first 
colonists settled 
in Virginia and' 


Massachusetts, the idea took root 
in men's minds that war ought to 
be abolished, and that if, never- 
theless, it broke out the -war should 
be localized, humanized, prevented 
from extending 
its ravages, and 


regulated so as to interfere as little 
as possible with the normal, peace- 
able occupations o* men. 


This, if I understand it. is the hu- 


man and substantial foundation of 
f 
the whole conception of neutrality. 
It is not a game in •uhich the ncu- ' 
tral is something between 3 shiver- 
ing spectator and an intimidated, 
umpire. Nor is it a cross-word puz- '

The National Association of State Au- 


ditors has prepared a study of state rev- 
enue .sources during the 22 years just 
prior to 1937. 


The figures so collected and tabulated 


reveal an astonishing growth of. expendi- 
ture all over the country by the states, 
and yet an equally astonishing difference 


- between them as regards the amount of 


the increases. 


For instance the state of Ohio, which 


is trying to ape California daffiness, in- 
creased its state costs over 200 per cent 
in the five years from 1932 to 1937. Other 
states that increased their expenses over 
100 per cent during the same period in- 
cluded Florida, Iowa, Oklahoma, Colora- 
do, Idaho, Washington and California. 


It should be comforting to the Badger- 


ite to realize that the increase in Wis- 
consin was one of the least in the nation. 
There were only six states which kept 
.their increase during the same period to 
less than 25 per cent. Wisconsin was one 
of them. 


The state auditor's report also shows

If he knew, 
for instance, that his grandfather came 
from Denmark he would, for the same 
reason, hope that some fellow in the ring 
whom he had never seen before but who 
carried a Danish moniker' would knock 
out his opponent.

born but happily the tumult was limited 
in almost all instances to verbal contests. 
The immigrants, while naturally pulling 
for their homeland as against any other 
country but America, proud of, their an- 
cestry and all that, were much too just 
and intelligent to consciously put the 
interests of their birthland ahead of their 
new home.

But for all the precautions taken 


to have it truly reflect the way of 
life in Washington, it will help to 
perpetuate a pair of faulty ideas 
about what goes on here.

Parents Can Do Little About 


Guiding Youth's Affections 


BY ANGELO PATBI 


"Our boy is twenty. While he was in elementary school he and a nice 


little girl were friends. They have remained so ever since. There has 
never been any other boy for Lucille, no other girl for James. But he is 
entering medical school. He is going to be a surgeon. There are years 
ahead in which one or the other might have a change of mind. What 
ought we to do? Should we" discourage the association? Should we warn 
them about changing their minds? Forbid an engagement? We want to be 
wise, and we want, above all else, to save them suffering." 


There is little we can do to save the suffering of young lovers. After 


we have reared and trained and educated children to the time of their 
maturity, we have to stand back and let them go the rest of the way 
themselves. We can advise, if we are asked. We interfere only in situa- 
tions that threaten tragedy. We can know little of what goes on in the 
minds of young people. We can only guess on the basis of our personal 
experiences, and we may guess wrong. 


The most we. can do is to keep the way of communication between us 


and the children, clear. Listen more than we talk. When we are asked 
for our opinions, give them without too much positiveness. Offer them, 
but never force them. We can say 
that most folk think that long en- 
gagements between very young peo- 
ple do not work out well, but that 
depends upon the sort of. young 
people who are concerned.

If it 
is not the real thing you won't have 
to forbid it. It will vanish like the 
rising mist. If it is the real thing, 
you won't want to forbid it. It will 
make its own way, find its own 
place, &nd create beauty all about 
it. It is a spiritual force that es- 
capes material force, always. 


But boys and girls of twenty can- 


not know love like that? I am not 
so certain. It has happened. If" will 
happen again. One never can tell 
about it, for love is a mysterious 
and awful power, beyond all under- 
standing. 


In all such circumstances there is 


one safe, sure thing to do^give the ' 


young people plenty of time. Al- 
ways try to give them time enough 
to let the experiencs try itself out 
upon them. Hurry is never good. 
They always feel the present mo- 
ment to be the only one, but by 
careful management we usually can 
make time the judge, the arbitrator, 
the friends of young love. 


The hardest idea in the situation 


is the one the parents have to ac- 
cept the very first thing. The child 
they cared for in infancy and child- 
hood and youth is gone and in its 
place stands a young man, a young 
woman, in either case, a young 
person with a life to live, a career 
to launch out upon, a destiny to 
fulfill The child is gone. Friendship 
with this young stranger is offered 
us, and, if we are wise, we take it. 
That is about all that we have left, 
and it is enough if we know how to 
use it.

visrt, and it ranks high as a "story 
country." Almost everyone knows 
how the Dutch have fought a long 
battle against the sea. The history 
of Holland is largely a record of 
that battle. 


"With much of the land below 


sea level, the Dutch have been able 
to save their country from floods 
only by keeping strong dikes (or 
dams) about the borders. There 
lave been times when the dikes 
lave broken, but the people have 
worked hard to build them up 
again, making them better than 
bef ore. 


Fighting such a battle, it is lit- 


tle wonder that the Dutch have 
grown into a brave people, "with 
skill and good sense. 


Sailors of Holland have taken 


shins to' far parts of the earth, anc 
colonies have been started. As a 
result, there is a rich colonial em 
pirc% including the great island o 
Sumatra, also Java and part o 
New Guinea. 


People often speak 
of Hollanc 


as "tie Netherlands." There are 
two capital cities—Amsterdam and 
The Hague. Amsterdam has a 
population of more than 750,000, 
and is the nation's largest city. 


Windmills, dikes, canals and 


wooden shoes are taken as "sym- 
bols" of Holland by people of other 
lands. All of them except the 
wooden shoes are common there 
today; 


On a visit to a Dutch fishing 


village, and to the island of Mark- 
en, I saw many persons shod with 
wooden shoes. We shoud remem- 
ber, however, that except for some 
farmers and fisher folk, the Dutch 
have given up their old wooden 
shoe custom. To give up the cus- 
tom has been a kindness to the 
people's feet. 


"Windwills are there to this day. 


thousands of them. They 
differ 


from those in our land; to catch 
the wind, they have blades which 
are very long and very wide. 


The canals of Holland form a 


great network through the coun- 
try. 
If they were placed end-to- 


end, in a straight line, they would 
reach from Halifax Nova Scotia, 
to Los Angeles.

Soil Condition in 
Sugar Beet Areas 
Are Being Cheeked 


Appearance of Brown or 


Heart Rot Is Caus- 


ing Concern 


Soil conditions in some of Wis- 


consin sugar beet areas are causing 
considerable concern, according to 
a bulletin received by J. F. Magnus, 
,Outagamie county agent. The cause 
of the worry is the appearance of 
brown or heart rot in the beets 
grown in some regions 


Approximately 20 fieldrnen 
for 


the state's two sugar beet companies 
made a tour recently of the sugar 
beet fields in the Lake Winnebago 
area to familiarize themselves with 
symptoms of the deficiency. 
The 


tour extended through Fond du Lac, 
Winnebago. and Waushara counties. 


At the first stop near Eosendale 


on the Leon Bleumke farm. 
the 


group inspected a ten-acre field of 
upland loam soil Although the field 
had not been in cultivated crops in 
recent years and was in a good state 
of fertility, sugar beets grown on it 
showed severe damage from heart 
rot. Heart rot is the principal symp- 
tom of boron deficiency. 


The party also visited a field on 


the Ed Krmgs farm near Winne- 
conne. Here experiments 
by the 


Wisconsin College of Agriculture 
are under way for finding the best 
rates of applying boron to the soil. 
For while boron m small amounts 
is badly needed on some of these

Of Ship-Lawrence 


Says American \ressels 


Will be Taken With 


More Frequency

Perhaps the reason for the unus- 


ual amount of publicity given the 
Flint affair is that seizures of this 
kind are novel to the generations 
born since the World war, but here 
in Washintgon the episode served 
sn odd purpose. Administration 
supporters said it wouldn't have 
happened if the proposed neutrality 
law revision, had been 
passed, 


whereas supporters of the embargo 
tended to minimize the importance 
of the incident. 


Actually, the proposed neutrality 


law may cut down the 
possible 


number of incidents, but they can 
by no means be eliminated. For it is j 
a custom of war for the navy of one 


• belligerent or the other to inter- 


cept -vessels bound from one neu- 
tral port to another neutral port 
The proposed law merely forbids 
American ships from entering bel- 
ligerent ports. 


Past Seizures 


The suggested amendment of Sen- 


ator Taft of Ohio, which was de- 
feated and which would prohibit 
American ships from approaching 
the shores of neutral countries near 
the belligerent areas, might logical- 
ly have had the effect of still fur- 
ther avoidance of incidents like the 
seizure of Flint. But the premise on 
which these proposed restrictions is 
based is hardly tenable. For Amer- 
ica's ships were seized and cargoes 
diverted hundreds of times in the 
World war without much more than 
a drastically worded protest being 
sent to the offending government 
'it cannot be assumed that Amer- 
ica would get into war with any 
European power because of the seiz- 
ure of ships Or cargoes. What pro- 
•voked the last war with Germany 
was not the destruction of Ameri- 
can property, but the sinking of 
American vessels without warning 
and the consequent loss of Amer- 
ican lives.' 


The reason why a distinction is 


drawn between seizure of ships and 
destruction of American lives is 
ihat property can be restored or re- 
placed. The owners have the right 
to sue and present claims for dam- 
ages. International law abounds in 
cases growing out of seizures and 
the payment of heavy indemnities 
after the war is over. 


If the "City-of Flint" was illegally 


seized under international law, the 
German government will some day 
pay damages. But it is not a basis 
±ar war or strained relations, any 
more than is the inspection of car- 
goes going on now by the British, 
who regularly confiscate 
alleged 


contraband. 


Neutral Areas 


When the proposed neutrality bill 


is passed, American ships will not 
be traveling directly to any bellig- 
erent ports in Europe, but to neu- 
tral areas and to British and French 
colonies in the south Atlantic and 
the Pacific. German raiders will be 
few and far between, but occasion- 
ally one of them will attack such 
shipping and it may well be that 
some American ship will be sunk 
with the loss of American lives.

The difficulty, on the other hand \ I 


of establishing responsibility for the 
occasional act of a German raider 
and the tendency of the American 
public to regard all travel and ship- 
ping as engaged in at the risk of 
travellers and ship owners will tend 
to make remote any complications 
comparable to that which led 
the 


United states into war in 1917. 


During a war, neutral countries 


have for centuries expected to have 
their trade intercepted, and the ar- 
guments about indemnities and re- 
sponsibility 
ha%-e been numerous, 


but the basic principle is that bel- 
ligerents have a right to seize any 
ship or cargo, or both, which is car- 
rying materials or supplies of pos- 
sible use to the enemy. Contraband 
lists proclaimed by belligerents are 
never accepted in entirety by neu- 
trals, and the question of what is 
or_ is not contraband and whether a 
seizure was or was not justified JE 
usually settled many years after the 
hostilities are over by claims com- 
missions or arbitration tribunals. 


The fact that the "City of Flint'1 


was taken to a Russian port, pre- 
sumably neutral, introduces a legal 
complication which may cause the 
Russians to release the vessel rath- 
er than appear before the world in 
the legal status of a belligerent. But 
outside of these technical considera- 
tions, the public may well accustom 
itself to the fact that American ship- 
ping bound for Europe is bound to 
be intercepted to a greater or lesser 
extent, dependent upon the effec- 
tiveness of the blockades establish- 
ed respectively by either the Ger- 
man or the allied navies.
